Claims 1.-12 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicants regard as the invention. 

It is not clear if claims 1 and 19 require at least three 
different components given that the various components of "A" are 
rubbers containing olefinic unsaturation and therefore it is not 
clear if applicants intend that a different rubber "C" than that 
of "A" need be present. 

Claims 1 and 19 are of identical scope and therefore should 
claim 1 be indicated as allowable, then claim 1 will be rejected 
over claim 19 as being substantial duplicates, MPEP § 706. 03 (k) . 

Applicants' arguments filed in response to the Office action 
of 8-22-03 have been fully considered but they are not deemed to 
be persuasive. 

With regard to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112 second 
paragraph, the Examiner's decision do not set precedents. In 
fact, not all decisions of the Board of Appeals and not all Court 
decisions set precedence. In any case, even two identical claims 
in different applications may have different meanings due to 
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different usages made by different applicants or statements made 
during prosecution. 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M.P.E.P. 
§ 706.07(a) . Applicants are reminded of the extension of time 
policy as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a).
